Summary of Findings

During 1998, the value of shipments of steel
pails totaled $289.8 million, up 3.7 percent
from the 1997 value of $279.4 million.
Shipments of steel drums decreased by 5.2
percent, from $722.1 million in 1997 to $684.2
million in 1998.
